After coaling at Liguan on Batan 
island we went across the bay to Le- 
gaspi, a very neat, Americanized city 
of about 15,000. The main street 
paved and many American stores and 
remarkably free from the usua) odors 
in these native towns.

| The last day of July we arrived in 
Cebu and as we were there all day

THE 3 PROPOSED. AMENDMENTS 


Three proposed amendments to the 
Constitution will be offered the voters 
at the November 6th election. These 
are being published in their entirety 
in this issue of the Avalanche in 
order to give our readers the oppor- 
tunity to study them before going 
to the voting booth Nov. 6th. 

The first is one that is relative to’ 
“Fixing. the legislative territory and 
districts.” The question is: plain and 
we believe it should be given an af- 
firmative vote. 

And also we would favor: to ‘the 
‘second amendment relative to “Ac- 
quiring land and property for boule- 
varda, streets and alleys.” This right 
would seem proper in order for com- 
. tnunities, to progresively extend their 
civie needs. . 

The. third amendment is relative to 
“Compensation of members of the 
'. Legislature.” We're not quite sat- 

‘isfied. that this should be passed. It 
would give representatives of the 
State legislature a salary. of $3.00 
per day for every day of the term 
for which they are elected. That is 
. for two years and the amount would 
be about $2,100 for the term. The 
legislature: is usually in session for 
about 90 days—January, February 
and March of the odd years. . Besides 
‘this they are paid 10 cents per mile 
for..one round trip from their home|" 
to Lansing and back for each regular 
and extra session. They should re- 
eeive no further compensation. At the 
present time the salary of a legisator 
is about $800.00 for the term. That 
amount we believe is teo little, but|+ 
isn’t the proposed salary too big a 
jump—$800 to $2,100? It would seem 
’ to us that the difference is too great. 
. On the other hand, would the  in- 
creased salary induce better men to 
accept the office of legislator? That 
is a matter for the voter to determine. 


If that could be assured, we would be, 


more partial toward the proposed 
amendment. But we have grave 
doubts of any. improvement 
personell in the legislature. We 
doubt if there would be a b% im- 
provement in the brand. of lawmakers 
we-send there every two years. There 
are a number of outstanding men 
serving in Michigan's legislative halls 
_and there are others. whom we won- 
der how they got there. While there 
are still many good men whom are 
willing to serve, let’s let it stand that 
way for the present.

TO TAG TROUT 


Tagging and release of 10,000 
trout in the streams of Michigan is 
this week being undertaken -by the 
department of conservation .in  ac- 
cordance with its decision last sum- 
mer to carry out work that may 
result in determining the movements 
of the fish and other information 
that is well worth knowing. 

‘J, Metzelaar, who is conducting a 
lake and stream survey for the state, 
and T. H. Langlois, pathologist for 
the department, are supervising the 
work, The field will be divided be- 
tween these two men. 

The plan is to release 10,000 mark- 
ed fingerlings. No fish under. four 
inches in length will be tagged. Three 
thousand and five hundred brook 
trout are to be released in the ter- 
ritory of the following hatcheries: 
Grayling, 1000; Harrietta (Wexford 
county), 1000; Paris, 1000;: Marquette 
500. Four thousand rainbow will be 
turned loose, in the field supplied by 
the Paris hatchery and the same ter- 
ritory is to get 2,600 german brown 
trout. 

The identification mark is a . metal 
tag which is attached to the fish at 
the base of its tail. On one side of the 
tag, appears the letters MICH, while 
the reverse side bears the rumber. 
The tags, of non-corrosive metal, are 
numbered from 1 to 10,000. 
Walter Hastings, official photo- 
\grapher. for. the department, was at 
Baldwin when the releases. were 
made and has made a ‘photographic 

cord of the function. 
ve The definite plan has not yet been 
completed but. it is known that the 
department will ask the assistance 
of sportsmen in ‘determining the re- 
sults of the experiment. The depart- 
ment will ask where the fish was 
caught, its size and also the number 
of the tag. Anglers may be requeste 
to send the tags to the main ca 
ibut if this transpires, 9 plan will Ec 
worked out whereby the tags will : 
returned to the parties ‘making the 
catches. It is believed that. many 
fishermen will: desire to keep these 
tags as souvenirs.

- FIXING LEGISLATIVE. TERRITORY AND DISTRICTS » 
evmendment to Section 3 of Article V of the Constitution relative to fixing legislative ter- 


ritory and districts 


Sec. 3. The hotise of repreaentatives shall consist of not less than sixty-four nor more than one hundred mem- 
bers. . Representatives shall be chosen for two years and by single‘ districts, which shall contain as nearly as may 
be an equal number of inhabitants’ and. shall consist of convenient and contiguous territory; but no township or. 
city shall be divided in the formation of a representative district, ‘except that when a city is composed of territory 
in more- than one county, it may be divided at. the county line or lines. And provided, That in the case of cities 
hereafter organized or created or territory annexed to an existing city, the territory thereof shall remain in its 
present ‘représentative district until the next apportionment. When any township or city shall contain a popula~ 
‘tion which entitles it to more than one representative, then such ‘township or city. shall elect by general ticket the 
number of representatives to which it is entitled. Each county, with such territory as may be attached. thereto, 

shall be entitled to a separate representative when it has attained a population equal to a moiety of the ratio of 
representation. In every county entitled to more than one representative, the .board of supervisors shall assemble. . 
at. such time and place as shall be prescribed by law, divide the same into representative’ districts equal’ to’ the 

number of -representatives to which such county is: entitled by law, and shall cause to be filed inthe office of ‘the 


secretary of state and clerk of such county a description of such representative districts, specifying the number -. - 


of each district and population thereof according to the last preceding enumeration.

ACQUIRING LAND AND.PROPERTY FOR BOULEVARDS, STREETS AND ALLEYS 


Amendment to Article XIII of the Constituti on‘relative to acquiring land and property for 
boulevards, streets and alleys” 


Sec. 5. In exercising the powers of eminent domain and in taking the fce of land and property that is needed : 
for the acquiring, opening and widening of boulevards, streets and alleys, municipalities ehall not be limited to 
the acquisition of the land to be covered by the proposed improvement, but may take such other land and property - 
adjacent to the proposed improvement .as may be appropriate to secure the greatest degree of public advantage 
from such improvement. After so much of the land and: property has been appropriated for any such needed pub- 
lic purpose, the remainder may be sold or leased with or without such restrictions as may be appropriate to the im- 
provement made. Bonds may be issued to supply the funds to pay in whole or in part for the property so ap- 
propriated, but such bonds shall’ be a lien only on the property so acquired and they shall not be included in any 
limitation of the bonded indebtedness of such municipality.
